WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress has sent a $21.3-billion 
education bill to President Nix­ 
on and a message to the courts 
tnat it wants a halt in busing 
for school desegregation. 
The big education bill with its 
antibusing rider was passed by 
the House Thursday, 218 to 180.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Hos­

jump $4-$6 a day for patients 
under a new federal regulation 
requiring hospitals to spend 5 
per cent of their yearly oper­ 
ating expenses on charity treat­ 
ment, state health officials say. 
Elton TeKolste, executive di­ 
rector of the Indiana Hospital 
Association, said the 5 per cent 
regulation would mean an in­ 
crease of $13.5 million in free 
care provided by hospitals to 
the poor, in addition to bad 
debts, which run about $1.5 mil­ 
lion. 
Without a daily rate increase 
of $3.88 to $6.05, some hospitals 
would go bankrupt as a result 
ol the ruling, TeKolste said. 
T h e 
hospital 
association 
based its $13.5 million charity 
treatm ent estimate on a survey 
of 30 hospitals in Indiana. 
The regulation, scheduled to 
go into effect June 17, applies 
to all hospitals which have re­ 
ceived federal money for hospi­ 
tal construction since 1946 un­ 
der the Hill-Burton law.

suits was linked by columnist 
Jack Anderson with ITT’s com­ 
mitment of up to $400,000 to 
San Diego to help the city ob­

moved, to Miami Beach. 
Despite grifmblings that he 
was too conservative and had 
helped 
formulate 
hard-nosed

from the ABA. It would also al­ 
low the leagues to circumvent 
the restraining order barring a 
merger of the ABA and NBA. 
Hearings before a congression­ 
al committee on the merger 
have been chaired by Sen. Sam 
Ervin, D-N.C., who is against 
the merger. 
An ABA source said, the dis­ 
solving of the league might be 
tried but it was not likely be­ 
cause of the number of lawsuits 
it would bring from the players 
and their organizations, which 
originally obtained the federal 
injunctions barring the merger.

FARM OPERATIONS RETARDED 
In normal seasons, planting of com 
and soybeans has in large measure, been 
completed in Decatur County by early 
in May. 
Weather conditions to date in 197Í 
have been adverse to agricultural opera­ 
tions. 
Not only has precipitation been more 
than abundant but most of the time the 
weather has been cooler than normal. 
Other states in the Com Belt, besides In­ 
diana, have been hampered by wet 
weather. 
Taking advantage of a few warm and 
sunny days? some farmers have been able 
to plant crops on a portion of their 
acreage. The bulk of the com and soy­ 
beans acres has not been planted, al* 
though farmers took advantage of a 
couple of dry days late last week. 
More acres will be idled in 1972 than in 
1971, in conformity to the federal grain 
program. 
The Department of Agriculture indi­ 
cates that 37.3 million acres will set aside 
from crop production in 1972 as com­ 
pared to 18.3 million acres in 1971. 
The Department estimates that for 
the nation as a whole the acres set aside 
will be 100 per cent as compared in 1971. 
However, in the important corn-growing 
states, Illinois, Iowa and Indiana, the 
percentage of the increase of idle acres 
will range from 60 to 76 per cent, accord­ 
ing to estimates. 
It is possible that in 1972 more acres 
will be devoted to soybeans than in 1971. 
While com can be the more profitable 
crop under an adequate price structure, 
the market quotation for com has been 
relatively low and the price of soybeans 
has risen. A recent market quotation 
listed ear corn at $1.07 a bushel and soy­ 
beans at $3.35 a bushel. 
Under normal conditions, contingent 
upon v favorable weather, com yields 
range from 90 to 160 bushels or more an 
acre, whereas fanners produce from 30 
to 45 bushels of soybeans per acre. 
Likewise, it is possible that more acres 
will be planted in sorghum, used ex­ 
tensively in feeding cattle. 
Farmers with acres in wheat have not 
been affected to any major extent by toe 
rain and cool weather. However, they 
need warm weather and dry days later 
for maturity of toe crop and for har­ 
vesting. 
At one period last winter when the 
temperature descended sharply to 15 de­ 
grees below zero with no blanket of pro­ 
tection from snow, it was felt that the 
wheat crop was doomed. However, this 
important grain staged a comeback, ap­ 
parently indicating that present varie­ 
ties of wheat are sturdier than those of 
a few decades ago. Some reduction in 
yield, however, could occur. 
Some farmers have planted wheat in 
the fall and following the wheat harvest 
in July have planted another crop, usual­ 
ly soybeans or sorghum. Dependent upon 
weather conditions, this can afford agri­ 
culture of two-crop per season advan­ 
tage. This would provide farmers with 
additional returns from their operations 
and may be possible during numerous 
summer seasons. 
A dry period for a week or more would 
greatly assist farmers in their opera­ 
tions in 1972. Although crops may ma­ 
ture later than normal, it could still be 
possible to gain satisfactory yields. 
However, farmers cannot expect all 
seasons to equal that of 1971, when all 
major crops, wheat, com, soybeans and 
sorghum were produced in bumper pro­ 
portions.

NEW YORK (AP) — What's 
really new on the television 
docket? The hour-long soap op­ 
era, that’s what. And it is not 
to be dismissed lightly. 
At least one network is inter­ 
ested in “ Yesterday's Child . . .

Adult,"' 
dreamed 
up by a veteran drama writer. 
Winifred Wolfe, and a produc­ 
er. 
Mary Harris. 
Both have 
guided a couple of the tradition­ 
al half-hour sagas through sev­ 
eral seasons of marital bust- 
ups, prolonged hospital stays, 
murder trials and tangled emo­ 
tional relationships. 
The half-hour soap, the tradi­ 
tional TV form, is a logical de­ 
velopment from radio’s 15-min­ 
ute 
shows. 
But 
even 
when 
nighttime TV was loaded with 
60-minute shows the idea of a 
60-minute daytime serial never 
surfaced until now. 
Miss Harris, partner in the 
production company, is ready

“Christian Healing: The De­ 
mand on Everyone” was the 
theme of the Annual Meeting of 
the Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientists, in 
Boston, M' a ss a chus ett s. 
Commenting on this theme, 
Rollyn E. Mayer, the Committee 
on Publication for Indiana, said 
that the seventy-two branches of 
The Mother Church in Indiana 
were founded on Christian Heal­ 
ing and that evidence of such 
healing is presented every week 
at Wednesday evening testimony 
meetings. 
“We urge each branch church 
and each church member..to 
measure their progress in the 
light of their increased devotion 
to the healing ministry,” Mr 
Wuth declared.

from Paul’s Second Epistle to 
Timothy. The second passage of 
Scripture 
is 
from, 
the 11:9th 
Psalm. Without the Bible to 
guide us we might be thrown 
into utter confusion of mind re­ 
garding spiritual matters. The 
word “Bible” com.es from, a 
Greek word meaning “book.” 
The Bible is not just a single 
book but a collection of books— 
a library. Timothy was Paul’s 
spiritual son. On his first mis­ 
sionary journey Paul had visit­ 
ed the city of Lystra where 
Timothy resided with his moth­ 
er Eunice and his grandmother, 
Lois. Paul was amazed and. 
pleased beyond description to 
find that young Timothy had 
been well trained in matters of 
the faith by his mother and 
grandmother. During his career. 
Paul wrote two letters to the 
young man Timothy, whom he 
praised for his loyal devotion 
to the Christian faith. 
Bible Reveals God’s Nature 
The central teaching to whic 
this lesson of June 11 leads us 
is that we meet God through 
The central teaching to which 
with God. by a. reverent study 
of the Bible leads constantly 
and progressively to a fuller re­ 
velation of God’s will for the 
world and God's will for our 
lives. 
We could have some knowledge 
of the spiritual life without the 
Bible, 
but 
how 
meager this 
knowledge would be. A created 
world presupposes a Creator. 
But what is that Creator like? 
He might be of a nature that 
would terrify us. We need the 
revelation of Scripture to give 
us hope and to guide us day by 
day to the living of a life con­ 
sistent with God’s high purposes 
for us. 


One of the first things we need 
to know is that God loves us 
and in bringing His power to 
bear upon us day by day that 
we may lead a good life and 
follow along certain pathways. 


Upbringing of Timothy 
Timothy had been brought up 
in a Christian home. His father 
was a Gentile, but his mother, 
Eunice, and grandmother, Lois, 
had 
embraced 
the 
Christian 
faith which was beginning to 
sweep across the Mediterranean 
world. The apostle Paul saw in 
young Timothy the kind of per­ 
son he needed to comfort him 
with his fellowship and to as­ 
sist the Apostle in. the1 further­ 
ance of his Christian ministry. 
What is God like? No man at 
any time has seen God, yet 
these Chosen People whom God 
had set aside to reveal His will 
and purpose were able to pre­ 
sent a picture, as it were, of 
God’s nature and His will and 
purpose for mankind. Through 
the centuries men. and women— 
young and old—have been able 
to discover God’s will for their 
lives through a study of Scrip­ 
ture. 
The Bible is not only a book— 
it is The Book for men and 
women, boys and girls, to study 
and find out what God desires 
them to be and to do. 
Occasionally a person of fine 
religious faith and character 
comes out of a home in which 
there is practically no religious 
faith. But this circumstance is 
rare. Most of us are what our 
homes have made of us in the 
formative years of childhood, 
youth and maturity. We would 
have practically no way of find­ 
ing out what God desires for us 
as individuals and what He de­ 
sires for the Church if we had 
no Bible to guide us. “All Scrip­ 
ture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doc­ 
trine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness: 
that the man of God may be 
perfect (thoroughly prepared) in 
the things that are basic to 
Christian belief and life. 
ADD SUNDAY SCHOOL LES.. 
Nature of the Bible's Sinpiration 
We call the Bible an inspired 
book. Is not all good literature 
inspired? 
Surely 
Shakespeare 
and other great literary figures 
were inspired. We believe this, 


yet the inspiration of the Bible 
is different and on a higher 
plane. It reveals to us God’s 
nature and purpose. God has 
inspired 
(breathed 
into) 
the 
books that make up the Bible. 
When we read the Bible we' get 
a view of life that no other book 
or collection of books could give 
us. We stand in awe before the 
great literary figures of the ag­ 
es, but they do not have the 
influence in our life that the 
Bible has if properly used. The 
Bible is different—and different 
because it deals with the most 
important m atter in our lives, 
namely, the nature and purpose 
of God and what He would have 
us do. In the inspired Scriptures 
God has given certain informa­ 
tion about Himself and about 
our duty to Him. 
Practically 
everyone 
would 
admit that the Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testament hold a 
unique place in human existence 
The more we read and ponder 
Scripture the more do we real­ 
ize that it is God’s true Word 
given, us that we may live • 
life consistent with His will.

TERRE HAUTE. Ind. (AP> 
— An unidentified witness in a 
murder trial of the stabbing 
death of an inmate at Terre 
Haute federal penitentiary said 
Thursday there was a $300 
bounty on the head of anyone 
who testified at the trial. 
Randall S. Schenkel, 25. is on 
trial for first degree murder in 
the stabbing death Feb. 3 of 
Aubrey J. McMahon, 23. Both 
were inmates at the prison. 
When asked why be had not 
come forward to tell of the kill­ 
ing. the witness, replied. “Be­ 
cause I didn't want to get 
killed. In prison, that’s the way 
it is if you get too involved.” 
He asked his name not be re­ 
leased for fear of reprisals. 
The witness said he had seen 
Schenkel and McMahon fighting 
the day of the killing and later 
said he saw Schenkel come out 
of a washroom and run to 
McMahon and stab him in the 
chest.

SAIGON CAP) — Eleven 
Americans were kilted in action 
last week, 20 were wounded, 
and 2 died of nonhostile causes, 
the U.S. Command announced 
today. 
The U.S. figures reflected 
little change from preceding 
weeks. This was in contrast to 
soaring South Vitnamese casu­ 
alties in the ground war. where 
they have taken over the bulk 
of the fighting. 
An unofficial tabulation in­ 
dicated that 95 Americans have 
been killed in air and ground 
action and 266 have been 
wounded since the North Viet­ 
namese offensive began, March 
30.South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters announced the highest gov­ 
ernment death toll in six 
weeks—912 troops killed in ac­ 
tion—plus 3,281 wounded and 
274 missing. 
This raised South Vietnamese 
casualties since the offensive 
began to 7.345 killed and 23,752 
wounded. 
'The S a. \ g o n command 
claimed 4.314 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed last week, 
raising to 39.547 the total num­ 
ber of enemy soldiers killed 
since March 30.
